Sttddaa Death of one of Keatnaky't 
Best Known Men. 

Colonel D. Howard Smith, Ex-SUte 
Auditor and one oi the best known men 
of Kentneky, died aoddenly at his home 
in Louisville early yesterdav morning. 

The Times says ao wholly, unexpected 
was hIa demise that people hafdlf cvid* 
ited the report when it was circulated on 
the streets. He had Iwen complaining 
of ahoftBaa cf bteath for aome time, but 
two prominent physicians could find 
nothing the matter with him after an ex- 
amination. Sunday be was apparently 
in the beet of health. Retiring early, aa 
was his usual custom, he alept soundly 
until about 6 o'clock Monday morning, 
when he awoke. Bislng, he asked bis 
wife, who wss alao awake, what time H 
was. She told him and he walked to the 
window. After looking out a moment he 
retamed to bed, remarking tliat it waa 
quite chilly. Hardly had his head 
touched the pillow before his breath- 
ing became very labored,and waaaoorps 
in a few minutes. 

The deceased was born near George- 
town, Scott County, November 4, 1H21. 
His wife and ten children survive him. 

In 1867 he wss nominated almost by 
acclamation for Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts, and was elected by an almost un- 
precedented majority. He WSS again 
electml in 1871, at that lime without op- 
position in his own party. Again in 1875 
he waa re^^lected. As a State officer he 
was very popular, and bad few anperiora.
